We have, therefore, paid some 
attention to the Canadian experi- 
ments conducted for the past four 
years for the purpose of finding out 
the comparative value of heavy, me- 


dium and light grain rations in feed- 


ing steers. The four years’ experi- 
ment has now been concluded at 'To- 
ronto and the experiment discontin- 
ued. We can give our readers the re- 
Sults of these experiments, asking 
for them the careful attention of 
farmers who are feeding, not from 
custom or for glory, but for sordid 
cash. 

Twelve steers were divided into 
three groups of four each. The ob- 
ject of the heavy ration group was 
to feed as heavy a meal ration as the

‘The cost of gain, or 
7.67 cents, is about as cheap as we 


can make it on our method with corn 


at twenty-five cents, if not in fact a 
little cheaper. It will be observed 
that the heavier gains were made on 


the medium and light rations and the 


light ration, or what we would not 
consider over quarter feeding, made 
cheaper gains than we can make by 
our method. ‘The conclusions which 
the station draws are as follows: 
“In the average of four trials, a 


comparatively heavy meal ration gave 
slightly larger, but more expensive 
gains than those obtained with light- 


er rations. In the average of four 
trials, the most economical gains 
were obtained by commencing with 
about one-third of a pound of meal 
per day per hundred pounds live 
weight of the animals, and gradually 
increasing, the rate of increase being 
such that on the average of the whole 
feeding period, the steers received 


half of a pound of meal per day 


one- 

per hundred pounds of their _ live 
weight. <A finished steer is fed ata 
loss: therefore, in economical feed- 
ing, an effort must not be made to 
have the animals finished for any 
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considerable time before they can 
be sold. The method of feeding rec- 
ommended is suitable for somewhat 


long feeding periods. Shorter feed- 
ing periods would call for a more 


rapid increase in the meal ration.”

The third question can be answered 
in the affirmative, but we do not see 
the advantage of turning under either 
of these crops, unless the land is 
very much in need of humus. In the 
case of cow peas, the fertility in the 
roots and not in the tops is the main 
thing. We would regard turning these 
under in nine cases out of ten as 
practically throwing away a crop of 
very valuable hay, and in the case of 
rape as throwing away some valuable 
pasture.

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THE TUBERCULOSIS CONGRESS. 
EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


The British congress on tuberculosis 








held its meeting during the entire 
week in London and as we were not 
to sail until Friday, | can take in 


four days of it.

It is really an inter- 


affair. Distinguished scien- 


tists from almost every nation in 
Europe, from Australia, Canada, and 
the United States are pregent and 
London is doing its best to entertain 
them. I will not attempt to give a 
full report of the proceedings but will 


speak more particularly of the 
at which Dr. Koch, the celebrated 
scientist, presented his invetsigations 
with reference to human consumption 
and bovine tuberculosis, a matter 
in which every civilized being on the 
face of the earth is vitally interested.

The congress was opened by the 
venerable Duke of Cambridge, over 
eighty years of age, fat, gouty, but 
with a strong English face. On the 
platform we saw our Ambassador 
Choate, M. Cambon the French am- 
bassador, and the ministers of the 
Netherlands, Greece, Portugal, and 


Denmark; Lord Strathcona of Canada, 
the Lord Mayor of London, Lord Lis- 
ter the famous surgeon to whom we owe 


the large use of antiseptics in sur- 
gery, and many others of less note. 
Address¢ were delivered by many of 


these people and the first day was de 
voted mainly to i one 
sort and another. 

The event of the second day was the 
paper by Dr. Koch on the methods 
of combatting tuberculosis or consump 
tion. As our readers know, Dr. Koch 
was the first man to demonstrate that 
consumption was due to a germ, thus 


ceremonies of 


revolutionzing the method of treat 
ment. He is known also as the in- 
ventor of tuberculin which is used in 
the tuberculosis test in cattle. He 
was the first to prove that cholera is 
also a germ disease and thus to rob 
it in part of its terrors. It need not, 
therefore, be said that Dr. Koch would 
speak to the congress as one having 


authority. He began by saying that the 
discovery of the tubercle germ ren- 
dered it quite clear that tuberculosis 
or consumption was a preventable dis- 


ease and that every germ disease must 
be treated according to Its own spe- 
c'al individuality; that the bubonic

or expectorations, whether in the 
form of spittle or coughings. He said 
that it was.now demonstrated that 


corsumption was rarely hereditary ard 
the instances were so few that this 
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medium could be safely left ‘“en- 
tirely out of account.” He then 
took up the possibility of infection of 
human beings by tuberculous animals 
through their milk or meat. 

I would like to quote this part of 
Dr. Koch's paper in full if space per- 
mitted. He spoke of the difficulty he 


had experienced with small animals 
and said that not until he was per- 
mitted to experiment on cattle was 


he able to arrive at conclusive results. 
In one of his first experiments with 
cattle carried out in connection with 
Prot. Schutz of the veterinary col- 
lege in Berlin, a number of young 
cattle, which had stood the tuberculin 


test and were therefore regarded as 
free from disease, were infected in 
various ways with the .ubercular 
germ taken from cases of human con- 


Six of these were fed with 
tubercular sputum almost daily for 
seven or eight months and all were 
subjected to the most severe methods 
known to communicate the disease. 
None of these cattle showed any symp- 
toms of disease and gained consider- 
able weight. From six to eight months 
after the beginning of the experiment 
they were killed and post mortems 
held and not a trace of tuberculosis 
found. 

The results 


sumption, 


were utterly different, 
however, when the tubercular germ 
coming from cattle suffering trom 
bovine tuberculosis was used. Within 
a week after the animals were injected 
with these germs the severest tuber- 
cular disorders appeared in all the in- 
fected animals. High fever set in, the 
animals became weak and lean, some 
of them died in a month and a half to 
two months, and the others were 
killed in a miserably sick condition 
after three months. Post mortems 
showed all the internal organs affected, 
especially the lungs and spleen. 

The striking difference between 
human consumption and bovine tuber- 


culosis was also brought to light by 
experiments with swine. Six young 


pigs were fed daily for three months 
on the sputum of consumptive people. 


Six others were fed daily for the 
same period with germs of bovine 
tuberculosis. The first six remained 
healthy and grew lustily, while the 


six last named were stunted in their 
erowth and half of them died. After 
three and one-half months the re- 
mainder were killed and examined. 
No trace of tuberculosis except here 
and there small nodules in glands in 
the neck were .ound on the pigs which 
had been fed human sputum, while the 


others which had been fed germs of 
bovine tuberculosis were without ex- 
ception seriously affected throughout 
the organs. 

The same results were obtained with 
asses, sheep and goats. Dr. Koch 
then referred to many previous ex- 


periments by. other investigators as 
confirming his conclusions and _ said 
the he felt justified in maintaining that 
human consumption cannot be trans- 
mitted to cattle. 

With regard to the 
to whether bovine tuberculosis 
could be transmitted to man, he 
spoke of the difficulties of experiment 
along this line. He said if the germs 
of bovine tuberculosis were able to in- 
fect human beings, many cases of con- 
sumption must certainly occur among 
the inhabitants of great cities, and es- 
pecially among children. In reality 


question as 


this was not so. He said that among 
the great post mortem material of the 
Charity Hospital of Berlin but ten 


cases of primary tuberculosis of the 
intestines occurred in five years. Out 
of nine hundred and thirty-three cases 
of consumption in children at another 


hospital, consumption of .the  intes- 


tines was never found without simul- 
taneous disease of the lungs and bron- 
chial glands. Among three thousand 
one hundred four post mortems of 
consumptive children, Diedert found 
only sixteen cases of primary con- 


sumption of the intestines. (Our read- 
ers will note that if the disease is con- 
tracted by people from drinking the 
milk or eating the meat of cattle 
affected with tuberculosis, the disease 
would first appear in the intestines. 
Hence the importance of the statistics 
cited by Dr. Koch.) 

Dr. Koch then went on to say that 
the literature of the subject contained 
many more statistics of the same kind, 
all showing that primary consumption 
of the intestines, especially among chil- 
dren, was a very rare disease, and 
further that in those cases where it 
did occur it was just as likely thai 
tuey were caused by the germs of hu- 
ma) corsumption as bv those of bo- 
vine The doctor con- 
cluded as follows: 

“Though the

important question, 





whether man is susceptible to bovine 
tuberculosis at all, is not abolutely de- 
cided and will not admit of absolute 
decision today or tomorrow, one is 
nevertheless at liberty to say that if 
such susceptibility really exists the in- 
fection of human beings is of a very 
rare occurrence.” 

The doctor estimated that the extent 
of infection of human beings by 
the milk and flesh of tuberculous 
cattle, or the butter made of their 
milk, is hardly greater than that of 
hereditary transmission, and therefore 
did not deem it advisable to take any 
measures against it. To say that the 
address of Dr. Koch created a tre- 
mendous sensation is’ putting it 
mildly. Lord Lister, who, in introduc- 
ing the author of the paper, had ¢z- 
scribed him as the foremost of living 
bacteriologists, remarked that the dis- 
course they had listened to was full 
of profound interest from beginning to 
end. That which had most riveted 
attention was Dr. Koch’s startling 
views with regard to bovine tubercu- 
losis being incapable of development 
in man. If that conclusion was cor- 
rect then their work was simplified. 
The first thesis that human disease 
could not be conveyed to cattle re- 
quired further examination; but even 
ir proved, the second did not follow, 
and it might be a matter of the very 
gravest concern if they relaxed their 
efforts to secure the purity of milk, 
and it was afterwards proved that Dr. 
Koch’s views were erroneous. He re- 
lied mainly on the rarity of intestinal 
disease; but might there not be tuber- 


culosis in the mesenteric gland? 
(Cheers.) It did exist, and was, in- 
deed, not uncommon in children. The 


subject was so important that he pro- 
posed to call upon specialists in that 
department. (Cheers.) Professor No- 
card, while echoing the chairman’s 
eulogy of the paper, could not accept 
its conclusions with regard to the bo- 
vine and human disease. He thought 
experiments in France demonstrated 
that it was transmissible from man to 
cattle and vice versa. Professor Bang 
feared that the opinion of Dr. Koch, 
which he could not accept. would be 
highly detrimental to the efforts now 
being everywhere made to secure pur- 


ity of milk. (Cheers. ) Dr. Sims 
Woodhead, after paying the highest 
tribute to the services of the Berlin 


professor, expressed his own conviction 
that bovine tuberculosis had played 
some part in the extension of tubercu- 
losis among mankind. (Cheers.) He 
suggested that experiments should be 
made in this country under the Agri- 
cultural Department, to test the views 
now propounded. (Cheers.) 

it was a rare privilege to hear and 
see the four most distinguished scien- 
tists in all the world discuss the sub- 
ject from the same platform on the 
same day. Dr. Koch did not reply but 
unmoved with the air of a man 
who was convinced that he was abso- 
lutely right and that the scientific 
world would come round to his views

on this as it had done on other sim- 
ilar questions. We confess we lis- 
tened to this distinguished scientist 
with no little satisfaction. 


Our readers know that we have long 


said that the dangers to human life 
from bovine tuberculosis were’ im- 
mensly overestimated. Learned 
doctors have sneered at this  po- 
sition as they generally do. at 


the views of laymen and we now take 


great pleasure in quoting the views 
of Dr. Koch, admittedly the highest 
living authority, who has gone much 
farther than Wallaces’ Farmer ever 
dared to go. After all it was simply 


zood common sense to say as we have 


dore over and over again that if tu- 
bereulous milk was as dangerous as 
the doctors say, with bovire trberceu 
losis increasing in every country the 


human race would soon be swept from 
the face of the earth. Instead humen 
tuberculosis is decreasing about 
rapidly as bovire tuberculosis is in- 
creasing,

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A TRIAL OF FAITH. 


Sabbath School Lesson 
Genesis 22:1-14. 
22 





(Notes on the 
for August 25, 1901. 
Read Genesis, chapter 

Abraham's faith had often been put 
to severe tests. He was called away 
from home and kindred to a land he 
knew nothing of (Gen. 12:1) to be- 
come for all succeeding ages a type of 
the separated life—a life called at 
whatever cost to eschew the world and 
its sinful ways that it may follow God 
and righteousness. He lived long in 
which he believed, according 
to promise, would be the inheritance 
of his descendants, though as yet he 
had no heir. He was obliged to leave 
temporarily ©n account of the famine 
in the land, but returned believing that 
Gou woud be true to His word or promm- 
ise. Wherever he wandered he set up 
an altar to the worship of the one true 
God. When there was no natural 
reason for hoping that a child would 
be born to him and it seemed utterly 
impossible, his faith did not falter; 
he still trusted God. Well he deserved 
the name “friend of God.” 

The reward came at last. Isaac 
was born—a visible fulfillment of the 
long delayed promise. Under such cir- 
cumstances few fathers can realize the 
unusual aifection that this godly old 
man held for the child of promise. 
There must have been hidden thoughts 
of the child’s future too sacred to 
whisper to any human ear, like those 
that filled the bosom of Hannah tor 


Canaan, 


the little Samuel or those that 
welled up in the heart of Mary 
the Virgin for the Holy Child that 


nestled in the manger cradle at Bethle- 
hem, 

Notwithstanding this life long test 
of faith, it had not yet reached its 
climax. Isaac was probably near the 
age of twenty-five. Abraham had long 
ago passed the century mark and it 
would seem there should be nothing 
more for him but a quiet, peaceful 
old.age. But now God would have that 
liie oi fa:th made so prominent that 
distant generations would look back to 
see it towering conspicuously above 
all others. The word “tempt” in the 
first verse is better translated “prove.” 
God put Abraham to the test, He tried 


and proved him. The word cannot 
mean tempt to do evil. “God cannot 
be tempted with evil; neither tempteth 


He any man.” (James 1:13). 

Among the idolatrous nations round 
about a horrible custom had grown up 
in connection with the offering of sac- 
rifice to their gods. They were not 
content with animal offerings. They 
held nothing too sacred for their idols. 
Human sacrifices were offered—a ter- 
rible practice into which Israel after- 
ward fell. (See II Chron. 28:3 and 
36:6). The Canaanite races had 
adopted this revolting rite. Geikie 
Says: “On the altars of Ammon and 
Moab, of Egypt and Phonecia, as after- 
ward on those of the distant Punic 
settlements of Carthage and Spain, the 
highest expression of the spirit of sac- 
rifice found satisfaction only in the 
burning alive of children by their par- 
ents.” Was Abraham equal to such a 
Sacrifice, as that which the heathen in 
their blindness, superstition, and ig- 
horance were accustomed to make to 
their gods? Such a suggestion made 
by any other than God himself, whom 
Abraham had so long trusted, would 
have been met with scorn. Naturally 
these customs in which human life 
was Sacrificed were abhorrent to Abra- 
ham. What would he do if his God 
made such a requirement of him? 

The command came to him while at 
Beersheba, at the extreme south of 
Palestine, where his camp was located: 
Yake now thy son, thine only son Isaac 
whom thou lovest and offer him as a 
burnt offering.” One must as near as 
Possible put himself in old Abraham’s 
Place to realize what this meant. There 
was no mistaking the authority of the 
command. He had lived too near to 
God all these years, the communication 
had been too frequent and intimate 
for him to doubt that this was God’s 
Voice. Happy the man whose life is 
Spent in such nearness to God that he 
knows at once the will of God and 
recognizes in the severest trials the 
leading of an All-Wise and All-Loving 
Father. The requirement of such a 
sacrific é was like a knife to his soul. 
Why did not he plead, “Lord, take my 
ola, worn out life, but spare the child”? 
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Or, “Take the best of my flocks and 
herds for sacrifice, take all my cattle 
and silver and gold; all is freely given 
if only my hopes, long centered in my 
veloved son are not cut off’? 

But such was not his conduct. Early 
in the morning he started for the place 
where the sacrifice was ordered to be 
made. Authorities differ as to this lo- 
cation. He was told to go unto the 
land of Moriah. Two places have espe- 
cially claimed distinction as the scene 
of this trial of Abraham. Some say 
Mount Moriah at Jerusalem, which 
aiterwards was dedicated as the cite of 
the temple of Solomon. The plain of 
Moreh, mentioned in Genesis 12:6 
where Abraham had previously built 
an altar to the Lord, is believed by 
others to be the place. If the former, 
which seems quite probable, we see a 
striking resemblance to what occurred 
near the same spot centuries after- 
wards when Abraham’s seed, who was 
also the Divine Son of God, became an 
actual sacrifice for the sins of His peo- 
ple. To identify the exact place at 
this time is not so important as it is 
to get hold of the main lessons that 
these incidents are intended to teach. 

We see the patriarch taking the 
journey as directed with plenty of time 
to meditate upon the awful deed which 
he felt he must perform with his own 
hand. The significant details are all 
carried out to the letter when the 
place for the offering is reached. The 
preparations are made just as he has 
done often when about to offer a dumb 
animal in sacrifice. The altar, the 
wood, the knife for the victim were all 
ready. Doubtless much of the con- 
versation between father and son is 
passed over in silence in the record. 
There are some scenes in human ex- 
perience too hallowed. for other eyes 
to look upon. No one knows how those 
words of Isaac: “Behold, the fire and 
the wood, but where is the lamb for 
the burnt offering?” pierced the heart 
of the father. Those words doubtless 
necessitated fuller explanations than 
are here recorded. 

Abraham’s sublime faith is ex- 
pressed in the answer to his question- 
ing boy: ‘‘My son, God will provide 
Himself a lamb for a burnt offering.” 
So far as he saw then, however, Isaac 
must be the victim. He was bound and 
laid on the wood without a struggle 
or protest. Let us. not overlook the 
fact that here was a son who shared 
..@ faith of his father. Just as the 
knife was raised ..at was to let out 
the life blood of this cuild of promise 
God spoke again a way which Abra- 


ham recognized at once: “Lay not 
thine hand upon the lad, neither do 
thou anything unto him.” The test 


nad gone far enough. The crowning 
act of obedience of that righteous life 
had to all intents and purposes been 


performed. Faith had shown itself 
stronger than natural affection; it had 
triumphed over natural desires; it had 


held out against human reasoning and 
shown itself ready to obliterate human 
hopes. 

To the worldly man and to many 
professed followers of Christ, the action 
of Abraham here is utterly incom- 
prehensible. How could he do it? 
There is but one answer and that is 
found in Hebrews 11:17: “By faith 
Abraham when he was tried offered up 
Isaac; and he that had received the 
promises offered up his only begotten 
son of whom it was said that ‘in Isaac 
shall thy seed be called’; counting that 
God was able to raise him up even from 
the dead’. So absolutely did he trust 
God, that he believed that should he 
slay his own son at His command that 
God would bring him to life again and 
the long made promise would not fail. 
God never intended that this command 
should be actually executed. It has 
been well said: “His purpose was to 
make a trial of Abraham’s faith and 
obedience; to make him perfect by suf- 
fering; and in him to propose to all 
coming generations an illustrious ex- 
ample for their imitation in the vari- 
ous trying services and sacrifices to 
which the voice of duty might call 
them.” 

The test was complete. The Lord 
said further: ‘Now I know that thou 
fearest God, seeing thou hast not 
witheld thy son, thine only son, from 
Me.” God previously knew this but 
there is added now a new proof—one 
that all ages might look upon and ad- 
mire. No sooner is the test completed 
than Abraham discovers behind him the 
ram caught in the thicket and it be- 
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comes a substitute for the son and 
was offered in his stead, typical of 
the Lamb of God who became a sac- 
rificial substitute for every sinful but 
repentant child of God. 

Such was the way in which God 
tried Abraham’s faith. It differs in 
manner and degree perhaps, but not 
in substance, from the trials by which 
God tests men today. Fathers and 
mothers are sometimes called upon in 
God’s providence to offer up their 
sons upon the altar of their country. 
We know those who have said farewell 
to their children as they sent them 
away to heathen lands where their 
lives were to be living sacrifices, and 
in many cases to be actual martyrs, 
for Christ’s sake and the gospel’s. Are 
not such exhibiting the faith of Abra- 
ham? But many are the ways in 
which tne faith of men in God is 
tried, and it is always along the path- 
way of obedience. The Saviour said: 
“Ye are my friends if ye do whatso- 
ever I command you.” God is calling 
for more men of faith today; men 
who so trust God that they will launch 
out in obedience to His commands no 
matter what may seem to be the 
immediate consequences. ‘The world 
needs men of righteousness, courage 
and faith in church and state today; 
men who understand the “thou-shalts” 
and the “thou-shalt-nots” of the Al- 
mighty as of absolute authority; men 
who dare to believe that God will pro- 
vide in the hour of their sorest need, 
and bring them the highest honor and 
blessing, both in this life and in that 
which is to come. 


PINK EYE IN CATTLE. 


As usual at about this time of the 
begin to hear complaints of 
pink eye in cattle. An sub- 
seriber writes us the following, which

concerning this disease: 

“yvould like to know if 
anything 1 can do tor my cattle. 1 
think they have pink eye. Several of 
them have gone blind in one eye ana 
quite a few more are aifected. They 
are calves and yearlings and | have 
sixty head of them.” 

there is a wide difference between 
pink eye in cattle and in horses. In 
horses the disease spreads through 
the head, while in cattle it is essen- 
tially an eye disease. Vink eye in 
cattle is most frequent in summer 
and early fall and is more prevalent 
in herds running on low, undrained 
pastures. It is an infectious disease 
and is often communicated to herds 
in adjoining fields or by the diseased 
cattle mingling with healthy herds. 
In many instances the cattle recover 
Without treatment, but this is no 
valid excuse for neglecting the dis- 
ease when it appears in the herd. The 
loss is principally due to temporary 
vlindness from the effects of the dis- 
ease and loss of flesh due to inability 
to secure food, consequent starvation 
being the principal cause of death due 
to the infection. ‘There is also a ser- 
ious loss in the milk supply from the 
In neglected cases the blind- 
to result in permanent 
blindness. The following recommen- 
dations by Dr. Niles so thoroughly 
cover the field that we republish them 
from our issue of September 9, 1898; 

“lhe symptoms are much like those 
caused by getting a piece of chaff or 
other foreizgn body in the eye. There 
is a discharge of tears, considerable 
swelling of the lids, followed by 
marked cloudiness of the entire 
transparent part of the eye; that is, 
the cornea. Frequently the front part 
bulges, and occasionally the wall rup- 
tures, allowing the interior of the eye 
to escape and leading to permanent 
In some cases marked red 
observed around the cir- 
cumference of the eye ball. The dis- 
ease runs through the herd slowly. 
If properly treated, blindness seldom 
results. The affected cattle should 
fe separated from the healthy by re- 
moving the latter to new pastures 
and yards. Great care should be 
taken to prevent the mingling of dis-

eased animals from affected herds 
with healthy herds. If the affected 
animal be placed in a dark building 
at the veginning of the attack, and 
cold water cloths kept on the eye for 
a day or two, very little other 
treatment will be necessary. In more 
severe cases, when there is much 


swelling of the lids and discharge of 
tears, a wash composed of one dram 
sulphate of zine, five grains mor- 


phine, one pint water, can be used to 
advantage. ‘This wash should be ap- 
plied three or four times daily.

‘These directions should be carefully 
followed and no serious results are 
likely to occur from an attack of 
the disease. It is a little early as 
yet for the disease to occur, except 
in scattered localities, but we may be 
sure it will appear more or less 
throughout all our territory and the 
stockman should carefully note these 
directions and be prepared to stamp 
out the disease in its small beginning 
if his herd becomes infeeted. 


SORGHUM | IN CORN; CORN ON SOD 


An Iowa 
lows: 


“IT am a subscriber of your paper and 
a believer in its teachings, but I want 
a little more information. - I have a 
ten-acre field of corn that was in 
sorghum last year. Since I have laid 
the corn by, the sorghum has come 
up quite thickly. The field is apparent- 
ly one-third sorghum. What can I do 
with it? Is it dangerous to feed it to 
cattle? I see by the paper that it is 
good feed when ripe. When would 
you call it ripe? I suppose your advice 
would be to cut it with a corn harvest 
er, but . cannot afford a harvester. I 
can cut some of it by hand, but will 
not have time to cut it all as it will 
get too dry. Will it be dangerous to 
the cattle after the corn is husked? I 
also have a ten-acre field of sod which 
I wish to plow up. What would you 
advise me to put on it? Some have 
put corn on sod but it does not yield 
well on account of cut worms, and 
some sow flax. If I plow it in August, 
do you think the worms would bother 
the corn next season? TI-also have a 
small pasture field which I expect to 
put in corn. I cannot plow it until 
late this fall or next spring. Which 
would you advise?” 

With regard to the sorghum in the 
corn field, as our correspondent sug 
gests, the nicest way to handle it 
would be to cut it and the corn to- 
gether with a corn harvester when the 
corn is in the best condition. If he 
does not feel able to purchase a har- 
and cannot secure one, the next 
best thing is to cut it by hand. In 
either case we would cut both 
and sorghum and cut when the corn 
is in the best condition to make fod 
der. In this connection we wish to say 
that while we would not undertake to 
advise in a special case, as a general 
proposition a great many of our read- 
ers can well afford to spend the money 
necessary to purchase a corn harvester 
tnis year and put up every hill of corn 
on the place. If they will do this and 
feed it to good cattle, we feel sure that 
they will make money by the opera 
tion. We do not think it would be 
dangerous to turn the cattle into the 
field after the corn is husked. 

With regard to the timothy sod, we 
would let it alone until late in the 
fall, just as late as possible to avoid 
freezing, and then plow it. We would 
put corn on it next spring. If the 
corn is planted late and the sod is 
kept well worked from the first of 
May until the 20th, the damage from 
cut worms will not be great. Plowed this 
fall, the frost will disintegrate the sod 
and it will be easy next:spring to work 
it up with a disk or Acme harrow. 
Then go over it every two or three 
days with a common harrow, turning 
the cut worms up to the sun. The 
writer grew corn on clover and timothy 
sod every year for five years and 
never suffered any damage from cut 
worms. The way to avoid them is 
late plowing in the fall, frequent har- 
rowing in the sunny days of the 
spring, and late planting of the corn, 
say from the 23d of May to the Ist of 
June. The sod is strong and will push 
the corn ahead rapidly. To put such 
ground in flax is not only unnecessary 
but wasteful of fertility. What we 
have said of the sod applies with equal 
force to the pasture.

we would not do this if other ground 
suitable for the purpose can be ob- 
tained. So far as exhaustion of the 
same land 
will grow a good many crops of wheat 
but the seed bed cannot be prepared 
as well without a good deal more 
work and sowing wheat year after 
year on the same land gives the in- 
sect enemies an opportunity to mul- 
tiply and get in their work to the 
damage of the crop. Our readers 
should understand that to give the 
crop of winter wheat the right kind 
of a start the seed bed must be well 
prepared. It must be compact at the 
bottom and loose at the top. That 
is why the seeding in the corn stalks 
vives such very satisfactory results. 
The cultivation of the corn made just 
exactly the kind of a bed that wheat 
needs. 

If wheat is to be sown on wheat 
or oats stubble or other fall plow- 
ing, no time should be lost now in 
vetting the ground plowed and after 
plowing it should be harrowed repeat- 
edly. The idea is to get the furrow 
slice thoroughly pressed down and 
connection established with the soil 
beneath, If this is not done the 
wheat is likely to suffer not only for 
want of moisture but by the winter. 
It always best to put winter wheat 
on rich ground and the richer the 
better. 

Sowing should be deferred until the 
20th to 25th of September in order to 
avoid the danger of the Hessian fly. 
It should always be done with a drill. 
This is much more important than 
many of our readers will suppose. 
The drill will put the seed down 
properly and thoroughly cover it and 
the drilled wheat will stand the win- 
ter much better than that sown 
broadeast. If the wheat is sown in 
the corn field and drilled in properly, 
a good crop is almost certain. Now 
and then it will kill out but even in 
these nothing has been lost 
except the seed and the labor of put- 
ting it in, as the ground can be sowed 
to oats next spring. 

We are not able to understand why 
winter wheat has not more largely 
taken the place of spring wheat in 
lowa. In the southern part of the 
state especially it is a much surer 
crop, the yield this year running all 
the way from twenty to forty-five 
bushels to the acre. It makes a bet- 
ter nurse crop for timothy and clover 
and will consequently fit into the ro- 
tation better. The Turkey red wheat 
is the best variety to sow. It has 
been grown in this state for fifteen 
or twenty years and may be said to 
be entirely hardy.

Attend the Fairs. 

We trust that a great many readers 
of Wallaces’ Farmer are making their 
arangements to attend the various 
state and county fairs.

At all our western 
fairs there are splendid stock shows 
and if the farmer sees nothing else 
but the live stock he would be well 
repaid for all the time and expenses 
incurred in attending. He will see 
in the stock barns not only represen- 
tatives of the breeder’s art but of 
the feeder’s as well, and he will learn 
there in two or three days more as to 
what feed and breed will do than 
he will learn at home in as many 
vears.

In the agricultural hall he will find 
exhibits from various counties of the 
state, improved varieties of corn, oats 
and other grains as well as vegeta- 
bles. In the horticultural hall will 
be found the exhibits of the various 
kinds of fruit that are hardy in each 
state and men who are thoroughly 
posted as to the horticultural needs 
and capabilities can be interrogated. 
The machinery exhibit is of immense 
value to the up-to-date farmer. With 
land inereasing in value and with 
hired help getting not only scarcer 
all the time but higher priced, the 
western farmer is driven to use the 
very latest and most improved ma- 
chinery. Manufacturers of agricul- 
tural machinery recognize in the vari- 
ous fairs the best opportunity to pre- 
sent their goods to the farmers of 
the state. Many of the machines are 
shown in practical operation. 

In addition to the educational fea- 
tures of the fair there are plenty of 
wholesome amusements. Unfortun- 
ately there are always some that are 
not so wholesome, but these need 
not hurt the man who is not look- 
ing for them. At all the state fair 
grounds liberal space is provided 
for those who desire to come with 
their families and spend the week 
camping. No charge is made for the 
camping privileges and this affords 
the ideal way to see the fair. 

We have had a few letters from our 
Iowa readers who expect to attend 
our own state fair, asking with re- 
gard to rooms and hotel accommoda- 
tions. To these and other readers 
we will say that the Commerial Ex- 
change of Des Moines is now making 
a list of all private houses where 
roomers will be taken.

The Clover Seed Crop. 

A southern Iowa subscriber writes: 

“I have sixty acres of second crop 
clover which 1 wish to cut for seed. 
Have never had any experience in 
the treatment of clover for seed and 
have not seen any articles on the 
subject in the Farmer lately. Please 
give me the best course to pursue.” 

The first thing to do is to be sure 
that the stand is sufficiently good 
and then to ascertain how well the 
heads are filled. The heads that are 
ripe at the present time and almost 
black should shell out from twenty- 
five to fifty seeds to each head in or- 
der to insure a crop good enough to 
cut. The very earliest heads perhaps 
will not do this but ought to have 
a few seeds in them. The later heads, 
say those on which the blossom has 
just died should feel plump to the 
hand and when a cross section is 
made with a sharp knife should show 
almost every receptacle containing a 
seed. 

If the heads are filled properly and 
the stand is sufficiently thick to justi- 
fy the expectation of a two and a 
half or three bushel crop, simply al- 
low the crop to stand until the heads 
are practically all turned brown. The 
heads which are well along in blos- 
som now are almost sure to be well 
filled.

After cutting with this do 
not touch the clover until it is dry 
enough to hull. It was formerly sup- 
posed it was necessary to allow it 
to become black but we do not con- 
sider this necessary. All that is 
needed is that it be thoroughly dry 
and with dry weather and a clear sun 
this will be in one to two weeks. 
If it gets a rain it will probably hull 
out all the more freely. Hull with a 
regular clover huller if at all possible 
to secure one. If this cannot be ob- 
tained, the work may be done with an 
ordinary threshing machine, boxing 
the cylinder. 


If the self-rake cannot be obtained 
the clover may be raked immediately 
in light windrows or it may be cut 
with a binder, taking off the binding 
attachment and delivering it in 
bunches from the table. There are 
devices for bunching clover, an at- 
tachment to the bar of a regular 
mowing machine, but we have never 
had personal experience with these. 

In handling a crop of clover for 
seed it must be constantly kept in 
mind that a valuable crop is being 
handled, and the less it is handled 
the better. Every time it is turned 
or stirred or hauled means a loss of 
seed. When it comes time to hull, 
take it direct from the gavels or 
windrows to the huller, using sheets 
or canvass on the bottom of the racks.

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Swamp or Humus Lands. 
To WALLACEs’ FaRMER. 

Within the last few months I have 
noticed in several of our farm papers 
and especially Wallaces’ Farmer, the 
inquiry, what to do to make productive 
swamp or humus lands. We also notice 
some farmers are breaking up and 
and trying to till peat marshes im- 
mediately after ditching or tiling them 
out dry enough to admit of plowing 
trem. To this class of farmers I wish 
to say.a few words, which will do no 
harm, if it does no good. 

Did it ever occur to your mind that 
lowa, generally speaking, has the deep- 
est, Most porous, most responsive and 
productive soil on the face of this 
green earth? ‘That under her soil lies 
bedded a subsoil the like of which is 
not round outside of her vorders, asub 
soil the envy of all her nearby state 
neighbors? And did you ever study 
or reason out to the satisfaction of 
your own mind, how, and by what 
means came this productive soil, and 
its complement, the subsoil? 

Let us reason together and see if 
We can agree. The time was when 
lowa and all these great central states 
were submerged under water. That 
at several periods the frozen waters 
from the north drifted down over these 
lands in shape of ice fields, bringing 
with them that which they had been 
frozen to at the bottom. When the 
ice melted it aeposited this debris at 
the bottom, immediately beneath the 
field. While this was going on the 
bed of the sea was being gradually ele- 
vated and in such a manner that the 
sea bed had a slope from north to 
south in our latitude, and eventually 
this sea bed appeared above the sur- 
face of the waters, the highest points 
in our present landscape appearing 
first—this was at that time our pres- 
ent subsoil. Nature at once began to 
plant the seeds of vegetation on both 
the land (subsoil) and in the shallow 
waters, and ere long this entire prairie 
part of the Mississippi Valley was one 
immense marsh, and so continued no 
doubt for ages, until by this gradual 
elevation the deposits of vegetation or 
humus were so tar out of the ooze, 
mire and water that sort or species of 
plant life sickened and died, and the 
immense deposits of this humus rotted 
down just the same as a manure heap 
rots down, and afterwards became the 
seed beds of the native grasses, herbs 
and trees. 

Now this later condition of things 
was not possible until a soil of firm 
texture had been formed and no doubt 
it required ages of time to do it. Your 
peat marsh is a miniature of this 
age, and requires drainage and a set- 
tled condition before it will give you 
returns for the outlay of drainage. 
So do not expect to reap before you 
sow. Your peat marsh is not land yet. 
You must seek to make it such. Now 
don’t be foolish enough to burn up 
your peat. Nature don’t do things that 
way. Keep your fire in the stove and 
match safe where it belongs and just 
help Nature a little and you will hard- 
ly notice the time until you will have 
as fine and as productive a soil as the 
very best upland. Why, your upland 
soil was made from the same stuff, but 
it is much older. 

Now, instead of plowing up your peat 
marsh, turn a square corner and fence 
it in and graze it. As an illustration, 
just fence in a small portion of your 
tiled out or dried out peat marsh with 
a hog tight fence. Turn in your hogs 
without rings in their noses. Feed 
them plenty of shelled corn, sow it 
broadcast every day and let the hogs 
root. In two years time you will have 
as fine a black soil in that hog lot as 
you have on any part of your farm. 
I have mentioned this hog business 
only to show that when a peat marsh 
is rotted down it resolves itself into 
the finest of soil. But you cannot use 
hogs alone to subdue large tracts of 
peat marsh. You can, however, fence 
in the marsh and turn tn your other 
stock and-hogs. 

Now begin to sow red top and 
timothy seed. Red top is the best sod 
producing grass we have. Keep your 
stock on that marsh all you possibly 
can. Nothing will cut it up, settle it, 
and rot it down quicker then stock. 
If the marsh will not furnish grass 
enough, feed the stock on the marsh. 
Feed corn, hay, straw, anything they 
need, but keep them at work on that 
marsh, and in four or five years you 
will notice it will be nearly, if not alto- 
gether sodded over, if you have per- 
sistently sowed grass seed on it when 
needed once or twice each year. When 
well sodded over you can safely break

it up and crop it. Sow barley first, 
then oats, then plant corn. You will 
get a crop each year, never fear.

The Striped Blister Beetle. 
To Watrracre’ Farwrr 


A Fairmont, Nebraska, reader sends 
us samples of a bug which he says 
are infesting the alfalfa fields, moving 
in patches about a rod square and in 
great numbers, and eating the leaves 
as they go. 

The specimens sent are the striped 
blister beetle, Epicauta Vittata. In 
the adult state this insect, as in the 
present case, sometimes does consid- 
erable damage in devouring the foilage 
on alfalfa and many other plants. It 
is, however, on the whole likely to be 
rather of benefit in the end in locali- 
ties where grasshoppers do much 
damage, as its larvae feed upon the 
eggs of the latter. . It is therefore 
well not to destroy it unless it is in 
excessively great numbers.

Manure for Wheat in Oklahoma. 

In the large cities and towns the 
various public and private stables are 
compelled to pay large sums each 
year for carrying away the great quan- 
tity of manure which accumulates. 
These loads are hauled to the public 
dump to remain idle and of no use to 
any one. Farmers seem slow to real- 
ize the wealth collected at the dump. 
On the farm of the Oklahoma Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, is an acre 
of land in wheat which had never 
been manured. In the fall of 1898 
one-half of the acre was manured at 
the rate of 15 tons per acre and the 
other was left unmanured. When the 
crop was harvested in the summer of 
1899 the manured piece yielded at the 
rate of 30 bushels per acre and the 
unmanured yielded but 12 bushels per 
acre. An increase of 18 bushels of 
wheat was secured the first year 
from an application of 15 tons of 
stable manure. If all of the effect of 
the manure were exhausted the first 
season there were 18 bushels of wheat 
to pay for hauling about 10 loads of 
manure. But the effect is lasting and 
extends through a period of several 
years. 


Killing Velvet Weeds. 
To WAatLraces’ FARMER. 


Your Poweshiek county, Ia., corres- 
pondent can get rid of the velvet 
weed nicely by employing a few good 
boys when the weeds are a foot high, 
or before the very earliest ones go to 
seed, to pull them out. The weed is 
not hard to pull, as a rule they grow 
in patches, and treated in this way 
the patches will grow smaller and 
smaller until they are all gone and the 
field is clean of these weeds.

A 
professor came along and stood gaz- 
ing at the ox and wondering how the 
ai] got into the hole. Just then an 
editor came along and said, “Cooper 
(Cooper was the scientific fellow) 
what are you looking at?” Cooper 
said, “I am trying to make out how 
that ox’s tail came to be in that auger 
hole.” Said the editor, “The ox 
crawled through from the inside did it 
not?” “Why yes,” said the professor. 
“Of course it did. See the balance of 
the cattle on the inside are headed this 
way.” 

Now if these scientific men you: men- 
tion had discovered the warble eggs 
in the stomach and discovered the 
larva on its way through the tissue 
and flesh to the back of the animal, 
that would be what I would call scien- 
tiie research.

Defects in All Birds. 


When one buys standard bred birds 
he must not birds 


which fully come up to the demands 


expect to receive 


of the standard. The standard de- 
scription of a breed is a portraiture of 
it in its perfection, without fault or 
blemish of any kind. It represents an 
ideal towards which thousands of peo- 
ple are working, but which none of 
them will ever reach, and they are all 
conscious of this fact. They are striv- 
ing to make the closest possible ap 
proach to the standard, while know- 
ing they can never produce an exact 
copy of the ideal bird. A bird that 
fully met the demands of the stand- 
ard would score 100 points, but you 
don't read of any such scores as that 
in the show reports. Ninety-six points 
is a very high score, and some years 
ago an Eastern breeder offered to give 


$1,000 for a Barred Plymouth Rock 
cockerel to which three competent 
judges would award that score. The 
offer, we presume, still stands, but no 


one has put in a claim for the money. 
In buying birds of this description 
people believe they have 
been unjustly dealt with vecause their 
purchases do not come up to every 
specification of the standard. Experi- 
enced and skillful breeders know bet 
ter than to expect this. There are cer- 
tain defects which they will not tol- 
erate, even though they do not amount 
to a disqualification, and they will al- 
ways make it understood what partic- 
ular kind of a defect is most 
tionable to them, but they are prt 
pared in advance to find something 
about the bird which they can buy 
which will reduce its score under the 
one hundred mark.

September Hatched Chicks. 


The demand is increasing for fall 
hatched chicks. Produce commission 
merchants testify to this fact. These 
chicks are in marketable condition 
before broilers are “ripe”, and appear 
on the market when there is a scarc- 
ity of this kind of stock. 

Broody hens are usually plentiful 
during August and September, hens 
for the most part which have reared 
one brood, and are anxious to put in 
the fall months in bringing up an- 
other. It is generally supposed that 
it is too late for hatching, and these 
hens are allowed to idle away their 
time on empty nests. Every one of 
them should be given a sitting of 
eggs, and plans laid fur bhil tr.v 
hundred or more September chicks. 

This is not going to be a year of 
plenty with western farmers. A 
large proportion of them can find use 
for any small saving which the farm 
can be made to yield. Anyone of them 
can be made to yield fifty or a hun- 
dred dollars from fall hatched chicks. 
These chicks will pick up almost 
their entire living till the last of Octo- 
ber, and will be ready for market at 
Christmas or soon after. A rough 
shed made of straw and old lumber 
or poles will afford them all the win- 
ter protection they need. Any farmer 
who is not overloaded with cash can 
by this means pay his hard coal bill 
for the coming winter.

Before leavirg Edinboro I must tell 
you that my greatest pleasure was in 
visiting Abbottsford, the charming 
home of Sir Walter Scot:. twenty miles 
distant from Melrose. On i way a 
thunder storm came up and 0.1 reach- 
ing the house the rain came down in 
true American style. At the entrance 
hall we met the first Americans we 
have seen in this country, a party of 
twenty-two mostly from New York and 
Virginia. The first object of interest 
was Sir Walter’s study—his writing 
table ard chair ard desk made from 
pieces of wood belonging to ships of 
the Spanish Armada. We rested in 
the “‘Wallace’ chair there, made of 
wood from the house of Royrobston, 
the scene of Sir William Wallace's be 
trayal. A picture of Canterbury Pil- 
grims, portraits of Queen Elizabeth, 
Claverhouse, Rob Roy, and a bust of 
Chief Justice Adams were there; also 
a card plate of Sir Walter’s where we 
left our cards. Opening from his study 
was a very small apartment called by 
him “speak a bit,” because of its con- 
venience for private conversation. A 
bronze cast of Sir Walter’s head taken 
after his death rests there on a stand. 
The carved paneling of this little room 
belonged to a bedstead used by Queen 
Mary at Jadburgh in 1566. Tue li- 
brary has a beautiful carved ceiling 
copied after that of Rosslyn chapel. It 
contains 20,000 volumes all collected 
by Sir Walter. A bust of him was 
placed in the niche formerly occupied 
by that of Shakespeare, by his son on 
the day of his funeral. A _ carved 
ebony writing table and two boxwood 
chairs are there from the palace of 
Rome. In the bay window are a num- 
ber of curiosities——-Napoleon’s first 
blotting book, pen tray and gold bee 
clasps which were found in the Emper- 
or’s carriage after the battle of Water- 
loo—the tray at Fountainbleau; Queen 
Mary’s seal and the Lion of Scotland: 
a piece of her dress—white silk with 
a pink rosebud; Prince Charlie’s cup: 
Rob Roy’s purse: miniature of Sir 
Walter at six years of age: also one 
of him in yveomanry dress and ove of 
his wife, which they had exchanged as 
love tokens before their marriage: a 
gold snuff box, a present from George 
IV: bogoak snuff box from Maria Fdge- 
worth of Ireland; loadstone amulet, 
which belonged to Sir Walter’s mother 
and was borrowed by mothers to be 


placed upon the neck of new born in- 
fants as a sure charm against the 
fairies; a number of knives and forks 
used by Sir Walter; silver snuff boxes, 
drinking cups and silver ornaments of 
every kind; numerous locks of hair 
fastened with ribbon bows (Duke of 
Wellington’s, Prince Charlie’s, Lord 
Nelson's and others); medallions with 
lovely portraits; tortoise shell and 
gold ornaments; and an autograph let- 
ter of Sir Walter’s. 

The drawing room was hung with 
paper painted by the Chinese. This 
room was full of beautiful pictures, 
mostly portraits in water colors of 
Mrs. Scott; Sir Walter in full length 
seated on a ruined stone wall with his 
two greyhounds beside him, in the 
valley of Garmouth, the period of 
Marmion. A picture of great Interest 
was that of the unfortunate Mary 
Queen of Scots, taken the day after 
her execution, Feb.-9, 1587. The artist, 
is is claimed, was a_ brother of 
Margaret Cawood, her devoted atten- 
dant. The face of the queen seemed in 
sweet repose, life’s battles over. Por- 
traits of the actress Nell Gwvynre, 
Oliver Cromwell, Dryden, and Hogarth, 
and a cast of Shakespeare’s head, were 
full of interest. My letter is getting 
too long and I am not nearly through, 
but must stop. While in this room 
the storm turned to hail and two 
small window panes of stained glass 
were cracked clear across by it. 

As we left the grounds the sun 
came out and I had the pleasure of 
ta’'ne a snap shot of “Editor Wallace.

Prunes, 
Do you like prunes? Perhaps you 
would like them better still if you 


knew how many fine ways there are 
in which they can be cooked. Prunes 
are the cheapest fruit one can buy at 
the grocery in the way of preserved 


fruit. They are very nourishing too 
and healthful. People who eat prunes 
have clear complexions and _ their 
general health is improved by their 
use, Below we give a few ree'nes 
for cooking prunes that are taken 


from a little booklet »uplished by the 
Southern Pacific which with 
the prune industry of California. Some 
of these recipes may be new to our 
readers. It should be remembered 
that satisfactory results cannot be

Prune Sherbet: One and a half 


pound of prunes in a stewpan, add a 
little water. Cover pan, set on back 
of range to simmer slowly until 
prunes are tender. Rub through 
colander, sweeten to taste, freeze as 
ice cream. Serve on plate with water 
ice around it. 

Water Ice’ Ove pint clarified sugar. 
one-half pint water, rasp two lemons 
on sugar, juice of five lemons and one 


orange. Add together. strain through 
hair sieve. When coid freeze as ice 
cream. 


Stuffed Prunes: Wash large and 
perfect prunes in warm water. Steam 
one hour then remove the _ stones. 
Stuff with one-half date each, some 
English walnuts chopped fine and a 
little powdered sugar. Fill them full. 
shape nicely and roll in powdered 
sugar. Best if made a week before 
using. 

Plain Stewed Prunes: Wash pound 
of prunes in several waters. Let 
stand nearly covered with water over 
night. Then simmer on back of stove 
till tender. Add tablespoonful sugar 
before removing from stove. 

San Jose Prune Cake: One cup 
sugar, half cup butter, one-third cup 
weter, three eggs. two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder (level), grated rind of 
half lemon. one cup chopped walnuts 
one cup steamed and chopped prunes. 
Bake in loaf shape, putting layer of 
batter on bottom of cake pan, then 
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ing cake at top. Bake in slow but 
steady oven. 

Prune Brown Bread: One cup corn 
meal, two cups whole wheat flour, one 
cup’ sour milk, one-half cup N. O. 
molasses, one teaspoonful salt, one 
teaspoonful soda, one cup dried 
prunes, washed, pitted and chopped 
fine. Scald corn meal, add other in- 
gredients, put mixture in three baking 
powder cans, cover and steam two 
and a half hours. 

Sweethearts: One cup sugar, one 
cup sour cream, one teaspoonful bak- 
ing powder, half teaspoonful soda, one 
egg, a pinch of salt and flour sufficient 
for stiff dough. Roll out one-half 
quite thin and spread with layer of 
finely chopped prunes. Roll the other 
half and put on top. Cut in shape of 
hearts. Bake in quick oven.

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Why We Prune Fruit Trees. 

If one were asked for specific direc- 
tions 8 to how to prune a fruit tree 
it would be unsafe for him to make 
answer without having first seen the 
tree, No dogmatic rules can be given 
says Mirror and Farmer, though a oe 
eralization might be ventured. Zach 
tree requires different i 
Bach tree presents a new set of prob- 
lems to be solved by the pruner. Dif- 
ferent reasons exist as to why a cer- 
tain tree should receive peculiar treat- 
ment or pruning different from that 
given another of the same age, variety 
and growth. The chief reasons fo 
uning are as follows: 

First—To modify’ the vigor of the 
plant. 

Second—To produce larger and bet- 
ter fruit. 

Third—To keep the tree within man- 
ageable shape and limits. 

Fourth—To change the habit of the 
tree from fruit to wood production or 
yice versa. 

Fifth—To remove surplus or in- 
jured parts. 

Sixth—To facilitate harvesting and 
spraying. 

Seventh—To facilitate tillage. 

Kighth—To train plants to some de- 
sired form, 

The trained horticulturist no more 
thinks of neglecting pruning than omit- 
ting spraying. He places a high esti- 
mate upon these operations, for he 
knows what they mean to him in dol- 
lars and cents and in the longevity of 
his orchard’s usefulness.

Water Hemlock. 

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

Mr. S. Broadwater, of Lime Springs, 
lowa, writes as follows: 

“IT saw an item where stock die 
from eating water hemlock. I lost 
one a week ago. She died very sud- 
denly. I think that she got some 
poison weed. Now what kind of a 
looking weed is the water hemlock?” 

In answer to the above query of Mr. 
Broadwater, will say that this is a 
smooth marsh perennial 2.5 feet high 
with pinnately compound leaves 2-5 
times pinnate; the leaves have long 
petioles, the coarsely serrate leaflets 
are lanceolateto to oblong lancolate 
l-5 inches long. Stalk of the umbel- 
lets numerous and unequal. Flowers 
white, fruit broadly ovate to oval small 
14, lines long. Grows in marshes and 
in low grounds. The stems. spring 
from thick, fleshy underground roots 
that taper at the lower end. These 
usually number from three to five, 
but single specimens are also met 
with. On cutting the roots a sharp 
pungent odor is given off, intensified 
on boiling. 

And I might say that this plant is 
quite common throughout the state, 
especially in low marshy ground, and I 
should not be at all surprised to learn 
that this plant is the cause of the 
poisoning of some live stock, al- 
though, of course, it would be much 
better to receive specimens of the 
plant. I shall be very glad to identi- 
fy it if the specimens are sent me. 

s The recent notices in  Wallaces’ 
Farmer are timely and will do much 
to teach farmers about this very 
troublesome weed which undoubtedly 
is responsible for more poisoning than 
is usually supposed.

the lot. In about twenty minutes she 
Was taken in the same way except a 
little more severe, rose two or three 
times, and died in about fifteen min- 
utes. I was satisfied that they were 
poisoned, but the cause worried me 
for a while when I remembered the 
tubers I saw in the slough, I went 
next morning before turning the cat- 
tle out and found the cow and year- 
ling had been eating some of the 
roots. I gathered up nearly one-half 
a bushel of the tubers, turned out the 
cattle and have had no trouble since. 
On opening the cows, I found consider- 
able of the tubers in the stomach 
and the inside of the stomach very 
black, and by scraping with a stick, 
I could scrape the inside of the 
stomach all off, as though it had been 
scalded.” 

I may say further that several re- 
lated species are also known to be 
very deadly poison. One in the Rocky 
Mountain country is known to be the 
cause of poisoning sheep and cattle. 

e have a large number of umbellifer- 
ous plants belonging to the carrot 
family in this state that are con- 
spicuous in the woods and meadows, 
and, especially when growing in low 
meadows, are very poisonous. I re- 
fer to the real hemlock, Archangelica 
atropurpurea. But this) I think is 
common only in northeastern Iowa. I 
may say further in regard to the 
cowbane that it is not liable to ex- 
ist or to persist very long in fields 
that are thoroughly cultivated. There 
fore, there should be little trouble in 
corn fields or other cultivated soil, 
but on the margins of these fields this 
weed is liable to be quite common 
especially in the small depressions. 

I shall be very glad to respond to 
any queries pertaining to poisonous 
plants, and I might call the attention 
of the readers of Wallaces’ Farmer to 
a recent bulletin which has been is- 
sued ‘by the Department of Agricul 
ture on the “Plants Poisonous to 
Live Stock.” by Prof. Chestnut and 
Dr. Wilcox, and several papers on 
poisonous plants ‘by Mr. Chestnut. 
We are investigating this question 
and may be able during the fall to 
publish some facts concerning it. 
Therefore any one of the readers of 
Wallaces’ Farmer having complaint 
of this kind should send us the speci- 
mens so that we may identify them 
and look up the matter a little

Buying Stock Hogs. 

A Garner, lowa, subscriber writes: 

“As the Western markets are so 
crowded with young hogs on account 
of the severe drouth in some places, 
would it be all right to buy hogs at any 
of these markets and bring them here 
to feed until they are ready for 
market? I have a good chance to feed 
about 150 head. We have plenty of 
everything such as hogs will need, 
shelter, pasture and corn. We are 
sure of a good corn crop now unless 
hail destroys it. Where shall I buy 
and what kind of hogs? Is it safe to 
buy pigs that are run down in flesh 
or that show signs of being sick?” 

We advise not only this reader but 
all others to go slowly and carefully on 
this proposition. We had some ex- 
perience in buying stock hogs last year 
and would not like to have our read- 
ers have any of the same sort. The 
hogs which we purchased were care- 
fully selected on farms and shipped 
straight through fram western Ne- 
braska to our own farm, put in good 
pens, and fed very carefully. But 
within a month disease had left us 
only a remnant. The man who goes 
to any of the leading markets to buy 
stock hogs is taking long chances. By 
all means avoid pigs that are much 
run down in flesh and do not under 
any circumstances touch those that 
seem to be unthrifty. 





Guarantees on Boars. 


A correspondent from Cherokee 


county, Iowa, writes: 

“Will you please give in the columns 
of Wallaces’ Farmer the customary 
guarantee that is given with breeding 
boars selling at $100 or over.” 

We do not know that there is any 
established rule covering this case. 
Guarantees are usually made‘at each 
sale, or in the case of private treaty 
when the purchase is consummated. 
In the absence of any specific guar- 
antee it would be necessary to show 
an implied guarantee. So far as we 
can see, the fact that $100 or more 
was paid would simply be strong evi- 
dence of an implied guarantee that 
the boar is a breeder as of course no- 
body would pay any such price for a 
boar that was not a breeder. 





Hog Choiera Remedies 


in the-last annual report of the 
Nebraska Experiment Station is a re- 
port from RK. W. Thatcher, assistant 
chemist, on his investigations on the 
composition of different hog cholera 
remedies. He does not publish the 
names of the different remedies ex- 
amined, but each remedy is listed by 
the laboratory number given it at 
ihe time the analysis was made. In 
order that our readers may be posted 
on the composition of a number of 
these so-called remedies, we reprint 
the investigations as follows: 

No. 3979, “Ilog Cholera Remedy.” 
This was a coarse, brown powder 
smelling strongly of aloes. The con- 
stituents were not very intimately 
mixed, showing that no very great 
care in compounding the remedy had 
been exercised. A qualitative analy- 
sis showed it to be composed of sul- 
phur, ferrous sulphate (copperas), 
aloes and bran. An approximate 
quantitative determination showed 
the following to be the formula from 
which it was probably compounded: 
\loes, seven parts; sulphur, one part; 
ferrous sulphate, one part; bran, one 
part. 

No. 4752, “A Guaranteed Preventive 
and Sure Cure for Hog Cholera.” <A 
brownish-gray powder, containing 
many unpulverizea small lumps of 
various colors. A careful mechanical 
separation of the particles of this 
powder showed it to consist very 
largely of coal ashes (bits of cinders, 
sand, and small pieces of melted 
being very easily detected). 
More or less intimately mixed with 
this were particles of sulphur, lime, 
copperas, indizo, charcoal, potassium 
chlorate and ealcium carbonate (bro- 
ken clam shells). Chemical tests 
showed the presence also of potas. 
sium ferrocyanide, arsenic trioxide, 
and some form of aluminum, the lat- 
ter probably an impurity in the lime 
used. A quantitative estimation of 
these various ingredients was not at- 
tempted.

and Swine Plague.” A fine bluish: 
gray powder, smelling strongly of 
aloes. Qualitative tests showed the 
presence of copper sulphate, arsenic 
trioxide, sulphur, aloes, lime, sand, 
and a trace of iron. A quantitative 
analysis gave the following results: 
Sulphur, 39.9 per cent; copper sul- 
phate, 22.1 per cent; arsenic trioxide, 
8.8; lime, 1.7; sand, .5; iron, trace; 
vegetable matter (by difference), 27 
per cent. The vegetable matter was 
not analyzed further, but apparently 
consisted entirely of aloes. ‘These 
figures suggest the following formula 
as the probable one from which this 
was compounded: Sulphur, four 
parts; aloes, three parts; copper sul- 
phate, two parts; arsenic, one part; 
the lime and sand being probably im- 
purities in the drugs used. 

No. 4783, “Hog Cholera = Specific 
Compound.” This remedy is a thin, 
greenish-yellow liquid, having a very 
strong aromantice odor. It is put up 
in small bottles containing about one 
fluid ounce, and sold for $2 per bottle. 
Preliminary tests showed it to con- 
sist of a greenish-yellow oil dissolved 
in a large amount of alcohol. A 
quantitative estimation showed: A\l- 
cohol by weight, 72.4 per cent; by 
volume, 70.6 per cent. The remaining 
oil was found to be a complex mix- 
ture of several strongly aromatic, 
non-volatile oils, probably added for 
the purpose of hiding the odor of the 
aleohol, which seems to be the basis 
of this “remedy.” The small amount 
of the sample received made it im- 
possible to isolate and determine the 
individual oils in this mixture, but 
the odor and other properties sug- 
gested the presence of the following 
oils: Wintergreen, peppermint, 
cloves and pine. ‘this remedy is said 
to have killed quite a large number 
of hogs to which it had been admin- 
istered. 

No. 4826, a thin reddish-brown 
liquid with a strong odor, put 
up in eight-ounce bottles and sold for 
$1 per bottle. This was found to be 
a product of crude petroleum from 
which the liquids boiling below 130 
degrees Centigrade had been re- 
moved. It burns readily, giving a 
very smoky flame and leaving no min- 
eral residue, proving it to be simply 
a purified form of crude petroleum. 
The separation and identification of 
the hydrocarbons of which it was 
composed was not attempted.

In addition to 
these two lots the station secured the 
privilege of weighing twenty-two head 
of high-grade Hereford calves which 
were running with their dams in a 
pasture near the experiment station. 

Results with Skim Milk: For the 
twenty-two weeks under experiment 
the ten calves consumed 24,736 pounds 
of skim milk, 1,430 pounds of corn 
chop, 1,480 pounds of Kaffir corn meal 
and 641 pounds of alfalfa hay. The 
total gain was 2,331 pounds, or a daily 
average of 1.51 pounds per head. Fig- 
uring skim milk at 15 cents per 100, 
grain at 50 cents per 100 pounds and 
hay at $4 per ton, the total feed cost 
of raising these calves was $52.68, 
$5.27 per head. The feed cost for each 
100 pounds of gain was $2.26. 

Cows that are milked will produce 
larger yields than when _ suckling 
calves. According to the average yield 
at this station, ten cows (one for each 
calf) produced 55,540 pounds of milk 


testing 3.93 per cent butter fat. With 
butter fat at 15% cents per pound, 
this would amount to $338.52. The 


value of the skim milk not needed by 
the calves would raise this to $374.24. 
Deduct from this the value of the 
feed consumed by the calves and there 
remains $321.56, or $32.15 per calf to 
pay for the expense of milking, feed- 
ing the calves, and hauling the milk 
to the creamery. At 12% cents per 
hour, this expense need not be one- 
half of the above sum, leaving $15 to 
$16 clear profit for each calf raised 
on skim milk. 

Results with Whole Milk: During 
twenty-two weeks these ten calves con- 
sumed 23,287 pounds of fresh milk, 
835 pounds of corn chop, 835 pounds 
of Kaffir corn meal, and 835 pounds 
of alfalfa hay. The total gain was 
2,878 pounds, or a daily average of 
1.95 pounds per head. Charging but 
ter fat at creamery prices, tre feed 
cost of raising these calves amounts 
to $157.19, or $15.72 per head. The

amounts to $5.46. 


Results with Calves Nursed by the 


Cows: On May, 28, 1900, twenty-two 
calves that were running with their 
dams averaged 174 pounds. On Octo- 
ber 15, these same calves averaged 
422 pounds, or an average daily gain 
per head of 1.77 pounds. The only 
expense attached to raising these 
calves was the keep of the cows, 


which was estimated by the owner to 


be $12 per head. Multiplying the 
average daily gain of these calves by 
154, the number of days in previous 
experiment, gives a total gain of 272 
pounds per head. With $12 as the 
cost of raising the calf, each 100 
pounds of gain cost $4.41. 

Results in Feed Lot after Weaning: 
In the fall all these calves were 
placed in the feed lot, where they 
were pushed for baby beef. During 
the seven months under experiment, 
the skim milk calves gained 440 
pounds per head, the whole. milk 
calves 405 pounds per head, and the 
calves nursed by the cows 422 pounds 
per head. 

This experiment shows that the feed 
cost of raising a good skim milk calf 
need not exceed $5.25 in contrast with 
$15.75 for a whole milk calf, and $8 
for one nursed by dam. The skim 
milk calf becomes accustomed to eat- 
ing both grain and roughness early in 
life, is handled enough to be gentle, 
and when transferred to the feed lot 
is ready to make rapid and economi- 
cal gains.
